BATTLE IS ENDED 


AS TROOPS ARRIVE 


- Slayers Who Ambushed 


Tomas Garrido and His 
Liestenants Have Not 
Been Arrested.

Mexico City, August 19.—In a fu- 
rious pistol battle, fought on the main 
thoroughfare in the heart of Mexico 
City, a group of his political ene- 
mies attacked Thomas Garrido, the 
governor of the state of Tabasco, to- 
day and before troops had quelled 
the disorder which ensued, four per- 
sons had been killed. 

Three of the dead were members 
of the Mexican chamber of deputies. 
The third victim was a street vendor 
who was standing nearby when the 
outbreak occurred. 

The fight had its origin in political 


animositives and so far there is no 


indication that it possessed any re- 
lation to the current war between 
church and state. 

Crowds Witness Killing. 

The gun shots—30 6f them were 
fired before order was restored—were 
exchanged in front of the Iturbide ho- 
tel, on Calle Francesco I. Madero, 
lined with shops, restaurants and 


banks. The outbreak occurred short- 
ly after 1 p. m., at a time when 
erowds . of exicans, observing the 
wsual leisurely luncheon period, 
thronged the avenue. 

Seven men, two of them waiting 
in front of a saloon and the other 
five at the entrance of the Iturbide 
nearby, ambushed Governor Gar- 
rido. of Tabasco and his secre- 
tary, Santiago Caparos, as they were 
leaving the hotel to join Deputies 
Diaz and Adreas Garcia, members 
of the chamber from Tabasco. 

Firing started when Governor Gar- 
rido joined his friends. Panic en- 
sued. Shots flew wildly: and indis- 
criminately, and apparently in all di- 
rections.

The men waiting in ambush had 
drawn their pistols and had begun 
firing before the objects of their at- 
tack had a chance to defend them 
selves. : 

Troops were called and succeeded 
finally in restoring order and dispers- 
ing the crowds. Two persons have 
been arrested, but it is not. stated 
whether their part in the attack has 
been established. Police are searching 
for several men whom Garrido says 
he recognized in the group which sur- 
rounded him. 

To prevent further political out- 
breaks, 150 soldiers tonight are guard- 
ing the chamber of deputies. 

Garrido is a supporter of former 
President Obregon, but reasons for the 
assault against him are still vague.

CALLES REFUSES 
CATHOLIC APPEAL 
TO SUSPEND LAW 


Mexican President De- 
clares Episcopate Should 
Make Appeal to Courts 
or to Congress. 


READY TO PUNISH 
BREAKERS. OF LAW 


Calles Admits That Cath- 
-olics Are Fully Within 
Their Rights in Sus- 
pending Worship. 


Mexico City, August 19.—President 
Calles, in a letter'to Archbishop Mora 
and Bishop Pasqual Diaz, today re- 
jected the episcopate’s. appeal for 
mediation in the religious contro- 
versy. He said the episcopate could 
have recourse to the federal congress 
or the federal courts. 

President Calles reiterated his in- 
tention to fully enforce the penal 
code covering the regulations of the 
churches and the priesthood and 
added : 

No Rebellion Charge. 

“In order to make clear the execu- 
tive point of view I wish to state 
the following: It is not true as you 
affirm that it has been the intention 
to charge you, and still less that you 
have been charged, with rebellion for 
having suspended public services in 
the churches. 

“IT judge as you do that the fact 
of the suspension of a profession on 
eccount of conditions which appear 
inadmissable to the professionals or 

the directors of the profession can- 
not be styled rebellion and hence sus- 


pension of Catholic worship in the) 


churches is to the government an ab- 
solutéely alien consideration. 

“Such acts as we have considered 
and shall continue to consider rebel- 
lious are those which will presage 
public uprisings and open hostilities 
toward abolishing or amending the 
constitution of the republic through 
proceedings which are not sanctioned 
by the constitution itself, as well as 
other acts instigating opposition to 
the fulfillment of laws, or which may 
be offenses against public order, in 
which case the government will so pro- 
ceed that the punishment not only will 
reach those who may be considered 
passive elements or relatively without 
responsibility, but also those who 
through their attitude or their preach- 
ings may provoke rebellious acts.” 


Answers Contention. 
Referring to the episcopate’s con- 


tention that the government had not 


previously enforced the decrees which 
had been in force for many years, 
President Calles denies that a “mutual 
tolerance” of unlawful acts should be 
continued. 

In advising the episcopate to seek 
amendnymts to the law in congress, 
the president says: 

“T avail myself of this opportunity 
to declare my intention not to hinder 
your legal recourses for amendment of 
the laws nor to evade the discussion of 
these matters in the chambers of con- 
gress.” ; 

In the meantime the letter makes 
clear the president will. continue bis 
present policy unchanged, with no con- 
cessions to the church’s piea for medi- 
ation, modification or amendment of 


the laws.

Philadelphia Offers New 
Clue in Slaying of Pas- 
tor Hall and Mrs. Mills. 


DEFENDANTS OPEN 
BATTLE FOR BAIL 


Supreme Court To Get 
Appeal of Stevens and 
Carpender for Freedom 
on Bail. 


Philadelphia, August 19.—(#)—Po- 
lice tonight said an important arrest 
here in the Hall-Muls murder mystery 
was imminent. The statement was 
made after the finding in a West 
Philadelphia house of the pistol be- 
lieved to have been used in the slay- 
ing of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
and his choir singer at New Bruns- 
wick, N. J., four years ago. 

The pistol, a blue-barreled auto- 
matic weapon of Spanish make, was 
discovered by Lieutenant William 
Relshaw, of the police murder squad, 
on a clue furnished by H. Stanley 
Trego, of this city. In-a statement 
tu New Jersey authorities Trego 
named William A. Winter, a Phila- 
delphia chauffeur, as the possessor 
of the pistol. Belshaw, however, de- 


clined to say’ whether the weapon had } 


been found at Winter’s home. 
Revelations Promised. 


“T can’t tell you now who the owner 
is,” said Belshaw. “All I can say is 
if the man who has this gun tells all 
he knows, he’s going to startle every- 
one connected with the case. If you 
knew what I know about this pistol 
you would be morally certain that it 
is the weapon which the New Jersey 
authorities want. I know how it got 
here and where it came from, just a 
few days after the murder. The man 
who had it in his possession knows 
what he is:talking about... He knows 
things about the case no one else 
knows and has seen things that very 
few persons have.” 

The pistol has a short barrel and 
has the initials of the maker, “BR. 
G.,” inscribed on the handle. “Arto- 
matic pistol protector,” also is in- 
scribed in Spanish on the barrel. The 
weapon was empty of bullets when he 
found it, Lieutenant Belshaw said.

STORY OF DISCOVERY 
OF PISTOL IS TOLD. 

Philadelphia, August 19.—A re- 
volver of Spanish manufacture, de- 
clared to be the weapon with which 
the Rev. Eqward Wheeler Hall and 
Mrs. Eleanor Mills were killed near 
New Brunswick four years ago, has 
been seized by the police. 

H. Stanley Trego, the same man who 
communicated with Senator: Alexander 
Simpson, of New Jersey, Wednesday 
regarding the whereabouts of the wea- 
pon, told the police the story of its 
discovery. 

Trego said that a man named Wil- 
liam A. Winter, a chauffeur, had ob- 
tained the weapon in the following 
manner : 

Winter, occupying a room in a 
Philadelphia hotel, overheard two men 
and two women ‘arguing excitedly in 
an adjoining room. 

“Keep quiet or I'll give you what 
1 gave the others,” one of the men 
was overheard to say. 

After the men and women had left 
their room, the chauffeur tiptoed in, 
opened a bureau drawer and found 
the revolver wrapped in a New Bruns- 
wick newspaper.

Paul Smith’s, N. Y., August 19.— 
President Coolidge and Secretary of 
State Kellogg tonight coftcluded their 
discussions of the foreign policies of 
the administration. The president 
indicated his satisfaction with the 
course being pursued in connection 
with international questions now 
pending. 

Further consideration of the situa- 
tion pertaining to the settlement of 


the French war debt is understood to 
have confirmed the premdent in his 


decision to ignore the Clemenceau let- 
ter completely. 

The actual letter never has been 
received by the president and there- 
fore no reply is called for. Sugges- 
tions that he refer the letter to the 
state department for reply to Clem- 
enceau’s aspersions upon America have 
been rejected by the executive. 

France Unwilling to Act. 

Whether the Clemenceau .letter was 
inspired by the French government 
is not known, but it now is apparent 
to the administration that in any event 
the French government is unwilling 
to voice formally the Tiger’s plea for 
a reopening of the debt settlement ne- 
gotiations, 

The French government has remain- 
ed silent and the latest advices to 
the administration are that the ac- 
ceptance of the debt settlement by 
France is now only a question of 
time. 

French. credit is

| largely. fromthe debt repudiation -at- 


titude of the French people and cir- 
cumstances are inexorably combining 
to force acceptance ef the settlement 
with America in order to save the 
franc from complete -collapse. 

_ Business Pressure Seen. 

The pressure of French business 
interest: upon the French gevernment 
to settle in order to save them further 
losses from impairment of national 
credit is presumably the came as 
the pressufe of British business inter- 
ests which caused the British gov- 
ernment to abandon its cancellation 
maneuverings dnd agree to a funding 
of its debt to America. 

In these developments the president 
sees ample vindication of his policy 
of collecting the war debts, based on 
his dictum, that nations must pey 
their debts if international credit is 
to be maintained. 

The adminstration is optimistic re- 
garding the future of relations with 
Mexico. It is believed that the fight 
between church and state in Mexico 
will run its course without Americans 
having cause for complaint of viola- 
tion of treaty rights. 

.The president has been careful to 
give the Calles government no cause 
for complaint of the attitude of the 
United States in the church contro- 
versy. I”; refused to lift the embargo 
on the export of arms from the United 
States to Mexican civilians although 
he had been on the | gp of doing so 
for several months. The embargo was 
laid in order to aid the Mexican gov- 
ernment in stamping out the De La 
Huerta revolution, With Mexico paci- 
fied there seemed to be no reason for 
retention of the embargo. Mr. Coolidge 
was about to lift it when the warfare 
between the Mexican government and 
church broke out. 

Refuses to Lift Embargo. 

Sympathizers in this country of the 
Mexican elericals brought pressure to 
bear on the president to lift the em- 
bargo. To have done so would have 
enabled the Mexican clericals to re- 
sist Cispossession by force and - 
bly to start a revolution. The Mexi- 
can government pleaded with Mr. 
Coolidge to retain the embargo under 
which it could get arms from the 
United States, but its enemies could 


not. 

Mr. Coolidge kept the lid’ on, to 
the satisfaction of the Calles govern- 
ment.

Rudner voluntarily submitted to 
questioning by Bernsteen after the 
latter had examined Louis Mazer and 
Karl Studer, Canton underworld 
chiefs, and Norman Clark, former po- 
lice prosecutor, of Canton. Mazer, 
Studer and Clark hare been named 
‘in-liquor .conspiracy _ warrants. and 
Mazer is charged with the Mellett 
murder.

Body Is Opposed 


Geneva, Switzerland, August 19.— 
(P)—The United States, Great Brit- 
ain, Japan, Italy, Chile and Sweden 
today introduced a minority report on 
the question of international control 
of armaments, declaring that the pro- 
posed board of supervision would be 
a kind of international general staff, 
the creation of which would be open 
to serious objections. 

This action was taken after a ma- 
jority of the military disarmament 
commission, which is preparing for a 
disarmament conference, had. advo- 
cated the organization of a permanent 
body for the collection of and dissemi- 
nation of armament information with 
the prerogative of ruling as to wheth- 
er armaments showed an aggressive 
or defensive tendency. 

The dissenting nations declared 
that it would be extremely difficult 
for the commission to reach unani- 
mous reports and expressed the opin- 
ion that the members would be in- 
fluenced by divergent political consid- 
erations which were bound to hamper 
an impartial inquiry. 

Furthermore, it was believed that 
inquiries on the spot where a deci- 
sion might be taken were certain to 
( lead to unfortunate political results. 

It was alse deemed possible that 
one country might bring a charge 
against another for the purpose of ob- 
taining information about secret de- 
fensive organizations of the country 
accused. 

“The delegations of Great Britain, 
Chile, United States, Italy and Ja- 
pan,’’ says the minority report, “are 
entirely unable to accept for their 
governments anything in the nature of 
inquisitorial commissions.”

Accofling to Senator Gerry, 
chairman of the national democratic 
senatorial campaign committee, the 
democrats will win at the fall elec- 
tions enough of the seats now held 
by the republicans to give the dem- 
ocrats a clean majority-in the up- 
per branch of congress.
